HE cost-keeping system could be made and ought to be mad« 
the basis for a Bureau of M. ipal Research which In the 
linear futiue should arrange a '...'aicipal Survey in the city 
of Milwaukee. ** 


The object of the Survey should be the getting of accurate and ade¬ 
quate knowledge of economic conditions, leading to practical plans for 
social betterment. 

Vfe would kuggest the following topics: 

First-—Cost of Living. By this wc mean an investigation including 
the i-omparison of prices paid by the people of Milwaukee for victuals— 
*EE*» butler, and other produce—with the prices received by farmers, 
gardeners, and other producers. This with a view to bringing farmers 
and consumers closer together. 

All this could be done in order to execute a practicable plan for 
municipal markets in connection with the munictpsl terminal, or in some 
similar way. 

However, the purpose would be to reduce the cost of living for the 
citizens of Milwaukee and especially for the working class as soon at 
possible.

Second—Legal Aid. By this we mean investigation of cctual conditions 
as to law suits 01 litigaiiuii on the pait of persons without means and 
without knowledge of law in courts 

It is unnecessary to dwell upon the many hardships and losses that 
emanate to the working class from that source, particularly as to petsonal 
injury cases, wage exemptions, mechanics* liens, personol propierty, etc. 
A practical plan fur free legal aid, aimilar to that of German cities, should 
be the outcome of this investigation. And it will be especially tmporiantf 
in case the legislature enacts a workingmen's compensation law.

Third—Hospitals and dispensaries. Here slso investigations can do 
an immeasurable good to tht working class by finding out and publishing 
the actual conditions of the sick and diseased in workingmen's homes. 
Hospitals and dispensaries, such as are in use in German cities, would 
undoubtedly be the result of that investigation.

Fourth—Unemployment. This may become a most important problem 
at any moment if a financial or industrial crisis should set in. The investi¬ 
gations in this line should be permanent. And the city could do much 
to alleviate conditions and supplement private employment by shifting 
municipal employment to winter months. A great deal might even be done 
by the city in providing in advance against the effects of sn indoMrial 
depression, at least as far aa Milwaukee is concerned. 

A municipa] Survey/ could do nothing more important nor more dif¬ 
ficult. And that part of' the work should be started as early as possible.

Fifth—Immigration. This is a most important subject and has been 
neglected so far. * 

The Survey should inveatigate the effect of the competition of immi¬ 
grant labor upcm home labor. It should inveedgacc tba padrotU. dM con¬ 
tractors, the employment agencies. Some burtpu can be devised by which 
bqth imraigtanu and the home Uboretp could Iw protected. Thet bofaaii
